SAX FIIAX'CISCO, July 24.—News from 


Ouualaska hy the steamer Bertha con- 
firms the recent reports ol the loss of the 
three whaling schooners, James A. Ham- 
ilton, Otto and Annie. No trace of them 
has been seen in liio Arctic, and it is 
generally believed that they are lost. 
The vessels carried about sixty officers 
and men. 


A Fire at the Capital. 


SACIUIIKCTO, July -M.—At -liSOo'clock 


this morning a fire broke out near the 
middle oi the block oi ihe Chinese rook- 
eries bordering on China slough. The 
fire department were hampered in their 
work hy the fact that a number of box 
cars, loaded with wood, were on the 
street track. In laying the hose it was 
necessary to drive between the burning 
buildings and cars, and so inlense was 
the heat that the tire UorBO attached to 
tho hose-cart was badly burned, fwo 
lines of hose were almost useless, owing 
to lack of water. Tho lire spread so 
rapidly through the wooden buildings 
that water was of little use, except 
in preventing tho spread of the tliroes 
to Third-street bridge and the cars_and 
buildings on the opposite side 01 the 
street. Many Mongolians had narrow 
escapes, but it was stated that there was 
no loss of life. Thirty or forty Chinese 
establishments were burned out. Ihe 
fire started beneath the Chinese theater, 
but it is not Unownhowitoriginated. All 
the buildings Monged to W. S. Mesick 
and Charles Smith. Their loss is about 
#-10 000. No insurance. 
One Chinese 


merchant had bib Block insured for $500. 
The Chinamen saved nothing from the 
flames. The white population is ulad 
that this portion of the Chinese quarter 
baa been wiped out, as property-owners 
will not bo allowed to construct any 
more wooden buildings. 


Fierce Gram Fires. 


MKIICEII, .Inly 24.—To-day'about ]'- 


o'clock a fire broke ont in the Crocker- 
Hoffman Laud and Water Company's 
wheat field, two miles west of town 
The ringing n! the lire boll soon sen 
crowds ot men in every available vehicle 
to the scene of the fire lo fight tho 
flames. Oreat clouds of denEO smoke 
rose from the burning grain and the 
town was soon enveloped in a yellow 
haze and the air was full of flying cin- 
ders. The fire started from some un- 
known cause near tlie Maltezo Villa and 
consumed about 500 acres. About oOO 
acres had just been nut and the sacks of 
grain were lying all over the field. Sis 
combined harvesters were harvesting 
the grain and were only saved by run- 
ning them into the county toad, which 
runs along the railroad track.

nterviewed A. D. Barling, a well-known 
vine-crowor of this county. 


A PUACTIC.U, TEST. 


Said Mr. Barling: "I have planted 


390 acres of vines ior myself and others, 
and I kept a close account of planting 
and maintaining a vineyard for three 


"We will take, for example, 100 acres 


in the Malaga tract, because a very ac- 
curato account haB been kept oi the ex- 
penses. In January, 18S7, I began to 
improve this 100 acres. The land was in 
stubble and had not been Bottled with 
water, and it was fairly level and could 
be classed as choice land for irrigating. 
It was in good shape to take water gen- 
erally. I did not level or grade any ol 


'"I plowed iu thestubbleand harrowed 


it and then planted 
the vines and 


watered it. Tho better way to have done, 
however, would be to 'settle' or wet the 
land, plant the vines and wet- the land 
again. I planted the vines ten feel- 
apart each way with avenues every 'JOO 
feet sixteen feet wide, and I put plenty 
of ditches throughout the vineyard so as 
to use an abundance of water. 
"I have found that where I use the 


most water I have the thriftiest vines, as 
they need a good deal of water inthis hot 
md dry olimate. 
"I have prepared a statement of the cost 


iwr year for the first, second and third 
years. This cost includes all expenses 
except the cost of the land and interest. 
This cost is made up ot headj:ates, 
ditches, irrigations, plowiugs, second 
plowiuas aud cross plowings twice eacli 
rear, cultivating twice each year, and 
narrowing and cross-harrowing, together 
witli two harrowingB the first year. I'nln-

"Now, if white men propose to do our 


work they must show a willingness todo 
so by coming and offering their services.

The greatest inconven- 


ience that vineyardistB have iu hiring 
white men is the board and sleeping of 
the men employed." 


In tne first instance, if an Eastern 


farm hand should offer his services, it 
would bo with the expectation of doing 
good work, but the writer eels to the 
point very quickly in the latter para- 
graph. Kight there is the difficulty, for 
men can be had from the East, each of 
whom could do the work of three China- 
men. 
But in the East the farm hand is 


treated as a wliito man; for instance, lie 
is provided with a good, clean bed m 
a very comfortable room. He ia allowed 
to eat of the good things of the land and 
of the samo quality as the landlord and 
his family, good butter, milk, potatoes, 
coffee, meat, etc. From what I have 
observed and heard in California tho 
first "pointer" the white man gets when 
going to "offer his services" is, "Have 
you your blanketa?" 
Then follows: 


''You can sleep anywhere on this 100." 


Here i! the first round aud "willing- 


ness" comes up "groggy" for the next 
round. Then comes the meal which is 
cooked by a dirty heathen, and here is 
tho bill of fare at some places: Molasses, 
poverty potatoes, (butter none, only for 
family), mutton (estrayed from the ark), 


"That was a splendid verdict that the

pays ten times as much as wealthy cor- 
Mrations, and the people ten times as 
nnch as the Government, or 100 times 
as much as the members of wealthy 
companies. Mr. Wanamaker has great- 
ly benefited the public by the mere 
mention of the fact, as that is ono move 
toward reform. Ten cents a word for 
the poor man, and 1 mill for the rich! 
The telegraph companies should now by 
law be forced to reduce their rates to 1 
mill per word. This would insure such 
an increase of business that the com- 
panies would receive a greater net in- 
como, while the public would be bene- 
fitte.1 in a like ratio. 


TIIEKE is attached to the feat of mak- 


ing H desert habitable an interest scarce- 
ly less than that which would accompany 
the discovery of a laud hitherto un- 
known. In the East, where the rainfall 
is more than is needed, there is an aver- 
sion to the investment of money by the 
Government in aid of irrigation, not- 
withstanding the incalculable increase of 
taxable property which would tako place 
as an immediate result. As the public 
domain contract* and the population in- 
creases, the subject acquires a groffinp 
importance. There can he no doubt 
whatever that millions of twrsons could 
earn comfortable support in irrigated 
regions from soil Hint is now practically 
valueless. The successful irrigation of 
such tracts, however, would involve the 
outlay of such vast sums of money that 
private capital is not likely to be invest- 
ed. Hence if it is to be accomplished in 
any other way than by the very slow 
progress of successive generations, it 
must be undertaken by the Government. 
Individuals will avoid such sections while 
other lands may be had, and thus the 
development of what are by virtue of 
exemption from rainfall the choicest 
portions of tho Union, will be indefin- 
itely delayed. By the inauguration of 
irrigation systems under the patronage 
of the Government, however, valuable 
oroperty will be developed, the people 
may acquire wealth rapidly, mid the 
Government will he financially em- 
bettered.
